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Hillside Route Above River Road 
Chosen for Turnpike Extension 



A four lane. 120-foot wide 
State hifihway connecting 
Philadelphia with the exten- 
sion of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike at King- of Prussia 
will pass through Lower Mer- 
ion Township for axxproxi- 
mately half of its twelve mile 
length. 

Announcement of the route this 
week by District Engineer Stack- 
polf, of the State Highway De- 
partment, ended months of conjec- 
ture and controversy over its pos- 
sible location. At one time it was 
thought the road might cross the 
Schuylkill on a new bridge and 
proceed nlong the opposite side of 
the river. 

Staokpole said contracts would 
he let immediately for surveys of 
the proposed route, after which 
detailed planning and eventual 
building of the highway could gel 
under way. 

The road will begin at the ter- 
minus of the turnpike extension, 
in King of Prussia, and follow an 
entirely new route to Philadel- 
phia. 

During its first three miles it 
will pass somewhat to the south 
of Route 23. 'At. a point nearGulph 
Mills, however, it wi]l veer toward 
the river, cutting across Matson's 
Ford. Rd. and skirting West Con- 



shohocken. Along the river it. will 
utilize a new right of way to be 
carved out of the hillside above 
River Rd. through the eastern out- 
skirls of Bryn Mawr, Gladwyne 
and West Manayunk-. Suitable un- 
derpasses or overpasses will be 
provided for all roads crossed by 
the new highway, to permit unin- 
terrupted flow of traffic. 

Tentative plans as crystallized 
so far earn,- the route as far as 
City Line. The route from CiJ.y 
Line to the center of Philadelphia 
is still to be determined. 

Governor Duff referred to the 
highway in an address last week 
marking the beginning of construc- 
tion on the turnpike extension. 

Duff said the access road would 
stretch by way of "the Schuylkill 
to connect with the current widen- 
ing of Vine St. or such other meth- 
od as the Commonwealth, the city 
of Philadelphia, the City Planning 
Commission, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and other civic organiza- 
tions studying the highway access- 
problems in Philadelphia may 
agree upon. 

"It is recognized." he added, 
"that the immediate solution of 
jlhis traffic problem is imperative 
and the. Commonwealth is now in- 
tensely studying methods for the
